Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 and 41-81 (renumbered claims 1 and 2-42) are allowed. 
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5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance for 
independent claims 1 , 54 and 68. Searching among a plurality of documents in a 
database to match an input document a well known. The distinguishing features are 
document having template identifiers and replacing the template identifier with alphabet 
characters according to language statistics to generate a text string representing the 
document. Examining matched document satisfies predetermined security criteria. 
These features in combination with other features are not taught in the prior art. Claims 
1 , 54 and 68 depend on claims 41-53, 55-67 and 69-81 respectively. Therefore are also 
allowable.
